Note: In the example, one glove has been 
knitted on 2 needles and the other glove 
on 4 needles. Either way works well. 
This is a good glove to start with 

as the yarn is smooth and easy 

to work, and the variegated colour 
helps to hide minor errors. You can 
experiment with knitting on 3 or 4 
needles for the fingers. This saves a 

lot of sewing up and is neater If you 
work the first sections on 2 needles 
you will need to sew up the side seam 
first to give you 40 sts for the fingers

Hands vary in size so gloves should 
always be tried on. Before begining to 
knit, it is a good idea to draw round 
the hand from the wrist, starting as 
close to the fingers as possible. This 
should allow you to measure from wrist 


to thumb, wrist to fingers, and the fingers. 


The charts give average sizes for gloves 
and mittens, which are used throughout 
the book. Where a pattern varies from 
these, specific measurements will be 
given. Hand and finger lengths are easily 
varied. If you are making the gloves as a 
surprise, leave a spare length of yarn at 
the top of the fingers so they can be 
adjusted later if necessary,

Whether you are knitting your gloves 
on 2 or 4 needles, the fingers may be 
worked on 2 dpns using a third to knit 
with. This is no more difficult than a 


3-needle cast-off, and saves a lot of 


time when sewing up. 


In some cases the design determines 
the needles; for example intarsia must 
be knitted on two needles over the 
pattern area (see 'A pride of peacocks', 
page 80), or the pattern yarns will 
always be at the wrong end for 


working the next row. 


When worked on two needles stocking 
stitch is one row knit, one row purl; 
worked on four needles every round 

is worked as knit. If a pattern on four 
needles says ‘knit alternate rows’, the 


same pattern for two needles would 
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Gloves may be knitted on two needles, 
or using four double-pointed needles 
(dpns), in which case they need very 
little finishing. 


Many four-needle designs may also be 
worked on two needles. Add a stitch 
at the beginning and end of each row 
for the seam. You will also need to add 
a seam stitch at each end of the finger 
rows. The simple children's glove, 
‘Child's play’ (see page 10), gives both 
methods of working; you could try 
knitting it both ways to get the idea. 


Tip 


As a general rule, all the fingers 
should be started in the same place. 
If you are knitting for someone whose 

little finger is Zein (lcm) or more 

below the others, consider knitting 
this finger first — see Men's cabled 
gloves’ (page 44).

on edge towards the centre. Working 
clockwise with the knit side on the 
outside, insert the fourth needle into 
the first stitch. Pick up the two needles

Note: If you find this difficult at first, 
work the first two rows of the pattern 
on two needles, then transfer them as 
shown. If this is stocking stitch, it should 
be worked | row purl, | row knit.

Pull the yarn tight on the 
second stitch of each needle 
to avoid creating holes. 


(rl Fourchettes 


Fourchettes are the gussets between 
fingers. In a normal glove, there will be 
a fourchette between the little finger 
and third finger; between the third 
finger and the second finger and 
between the second finger and the 
forefinger You will need to add extra 
stitches to make these fourchettes. 
Points A to D on the left explain how 
this is done. 


For the little finger, it is usual to cast 
on 2 or 3 stitches at the front. For 

the two middle fingers, 2 or 3 sts 

are added to the front and 2 or 3 

are picked up from the base of the 
previous finger. For the forefinger, 

2 or 3 sts are picked up from the base 
of the forefinger/second finger gap. 


Fingers are knitted with the palm facing 
for the right hand and with the back 
facing for the left hand. The thumb is 
always to the right. ۱۲ both hands are 
worked the same, work the fingers 
with the thumb to the right, 


Fingers and thumbs 


For gloves, a set of gusset stitches, also known as a fourchette (see instructions, right), 


is added between the fingers. If you are knitting on 2 needles, an extra stitch is added 


for the seam. Before knitting the fingers all stitches, except for those required for 


the first finger to be worked, are put on a thread of different coloured yarn. Stitches 


and fourchettes are worked according to the number given in the pattern. The first and 


last fingers only have a fourchette on one side.

Avoiding 
holes 


It is difficult to prevent holes 
appearing between the fingers, 
though these are less noticeable 
when they are worked in rib or 
if the yarn used for them is a 
little thicker than the yarn used 
for the body. Do not worry too 
much; they hardly show in wear 
and, if the yarn is wool they tend 


to shrink during washing. 


It may help to pick up and/or 
cast on extra stitches for the 
fourchettes, then, on the second 
or third row. decrease to the 
number of stitches required. 
When casting on or off for the 
fourchettes, it may be a good 
idea to cast on an extra stitch, 
then work 2 sts together where 
it joins the main palm or back 
stitches. Another solution is to 
pull the stitches together from 
the back and add in a duplicate 
stitch where necessary.

Colouring yarn 


Food, household or craft dyes may be 
used to dye yarn, but make sure the 


dye you use is suitable for the yarn. 


Dyeing the yarn 

Wind the yarn into a single long skein. 
| did this by winding it round two 
chairs placed about 3ft (Im) apart, 
which produced a skein about 63in 
(160cms) long. Divide the skein in 
three along its length and tie in a figure 
of 8 across both sides of the skein. 


Wash the yarn gently, rinse and blot off 
excess water with a towel. Finish as for 
the instructions given for your chosen 
dye, dipping each section into a 
different colour. Where the colours 
join you will get a mix. Experiment until 


you achieve the effect you want. 


For the ‘Dyed in the wool’ mittens 
shown | used ‘Kool-aid’ dye (see right) 
in green, pink and blue. 
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The seam should lie flat. If your yarn is 
textured or thicker than double knitting, 


split it, or use a matching finer yarn to 
sew the seams. 


Making up 


Mattress stitch 


Thread a needle with matching yarn. 
Pick up two bars from one side of the 
work and then two from the other 
side. Continue along the seam in this 
way, pulling the seam gently together 
every 2-3 rows. The stitches form a 
ladder between the two pieces, 


creating a flat, secure seam. 


Backstitch 


Line up the two pieces of work, right 
sides facing, and pin together, matching 
patterns and rows. Insert needle and 
attach thread, using two small stitches. 
Insert needle and bring up about Asin 
(2mm) from start (to the left if you 

are right-handed). Put the needle down 
into the fabric at the start and bring it 
up about in (4mm) away. Now insert 
the needle back down into the left-hand 
hole of the last stitch and bring it up 
in (4mm) in front. There should be a 
row of stitches each “cin (2mm) long 
on the right side. Do not pull too tightly. 


Seams may be joined using either 
mattress stitch or backstitch. 


To prepare your seams for joining 
they should not usually be ironed. 
Place the gloves or mittens flat on the 
table with a damp cloth over them. 
For a flatter effect, you can also add 

a book (place this on a polythene bag, 
so the dye does not run), Leave to 


dry overnight. 


lf the seams need extra attention after 
joining, damp your fingers and run them 
along the seam. Press flat on the wrong 
(i.e. seam) side, using just the tip of a 
warm iron. Wool and cotton yarns are 
more robust than acrylic and artificial 
mixes, but take care. Heat the iron only 
as much as necessary to flatten the 
seam. If in any doubt, test the iron on
